Unconstitutional-The Ed- 
mund’s Law Sustained.

th: County of San B rnardiuo vs, the 
Sout ern Pacific Railway Company, the 


Oslifornia railroad tax cases, the assess 
ments, ia opinion of the court, speak 
ing through Justice Harlan, improperly 
included fences upon the line of the 

road. Justice Harlan delivered the 
opinion in No. 464, the County o 


Railway Company, No. 622, the 
People of the State of California vs, the 
same, and, No. 621, the People of the 
State of California va. the Central Pa. 
cific Railroad Company. These ar: 
what are known as the Oalifornia rail 
road tax eases, and were brought to 
recover county and State taxes 9 
to be due by the railroad companies, 
which were assessed under section 3664 
of the Political Code of California. 
The special grounds of the defense were 
that provisions of the Constitution 
and laws of California in respect to 
assessment for taxation of property of 
railroads operated in more than on» 
county are in violation of the fourteenth 
amendment of the Constitution, as 
they require an assessment of property 
at its full money value, and without 
making deducticms for mortgages 
covering the pr perty assessed; that 
Section 2644 of tie Political Code was 
not constitutionally enacted by the 
Legislature, and tad not the forse of 
law. A majority of tbe court did not 
think it was necessary to consider the 
question of the coastitutionality o: the 
law by which the case was determined 
by the court below, but affirmed the 


judgment entir ly upon the ground that 


the urseesments cannot be the basis of a 
judgment against the company. 
Justice Field, in a separate opinion, 


the court in this and the other 
tax cases, but I regret that it 
has not been deemed consistent with its 
duties to decide the iu portant constitu.
